Washington, March 1.—bafe con- 
duct on.the'high seas in audition to 
freedom to leave the United States 
by any port'they chose was demand- 
ed for the German consuls in this 
country by the Berlin government im- 
mediately after the break of relations. 
While it was not explicitly stated 
that permission for the four Ameri- 
can consular officers who remained in 
'Germany after Ambassador Gerard's 
withdrawal to proceed to new posts 
in Turkey was dependent upon this 
concession 
of safe conduct by the 
United States government, it

made plainly apparent to the state de- 
partment that there was some con-

The evidence at hand that if Mexico, 
as Germany suggested, communicated 
to Japan the proposal for an attack on 
the United States, it met -with a re- 
ception in Tokic which was quite con- 
trary to what Berlin expected. It is 
thought here Germany's announcement 
that ehe intended to withdraw from 
the Pacific as a part of making of 
peace, was carefully planned long ago 
to attract Japan to Germany's scheme 
with tliu prospect not only of occupy- 
ing German possessions in the Pacific, 
adding to her domination of that great 
ocean, but of settling a long standing 
friction with the United States.

EAT BANANAS AND 


CUT LIVING COST 


Now that potatoes, oniona and other 
vegetables are out of reach of all bur. 
the millionaires, why not consider the 
merits of the humble banana as an 
article of 
food'? .Says a 
committee 
nanwd' ty HJayor Mitchel of New York 
to consider the problem of food sup- 
ply;"Bananas contain most of the nour- 
ishment that meat does, and if eaten 
with bread and butter make an excel- 
lent lunch without 
the addition of 
meat. 
Most children prefer banana 
sandwiches to meat sandwiches, and 
they cost less." 
Says a writer in tlte Journal o? the 
American Medical Association: 
"The dictum that fruits should he 
eaten 'in their season' finds its limita- 
tions as fegards variety in the temper- 
ate zones at certain periods of ihe 
year. There is, however, one fruit 
which is readilyi available fresh in the 
American markets -at practically all 
seasons. It is unfortunate that an arti- 
cle of diet which meets nutritive re- 
quirements so well and so easily ob- 
tainable at reasonable cost as the ba- 
nana should te the subject of so much 
misunderstanding' among both physi- 
cians end1 laymen. 
For, despite the 
fact that lover 40,000,000 bunches are 
reported to have.been brought to the 
United States last year, it is -popularly 
stated In many quarters that the bar 
nana is difficult of digestion and may 
give rise to alimentary distress. 
'•The fruit is brought to our north- 
ern (markets green, and is ripened by 
artificial heat- The color of the pe3l 
gives evidence of the degree of ripe- 
ness. The igreen banana contains, in 
the part exclusive of the skin, about 
1.5 per cent of "protein and 20 to 25 
per cent of carbohydrate, almost en- 
tirely starch. In 
the ripe 
.banana 
with the yellow-brown peel the edible 
-part contains somewhat 
less of car- 
bohydrate; but that which remains .'s 
now almost entirely in the form ot 
soluble sugars. 
Broadly speaking, 
then, the'ripe banana is about one- 
fifth sugar; the green, one-fifth starch. 
"Inasmuch as Dananas are common- 
ly eaten uncooked, it Is obvious that 
more or less raw starch -will be ir.- 
gested if the fruit is not ripe, i. e., if 
the skill (has not begun -to shrivel and 
darkon. No one -would advise the use 
of uncooked potatoes; yet many peo- 
ple eschew a thoroughly ripe banana 
in' the belief that this wholesome fruit 
la 'rotten' when the skin becomes dark- 
ened, whereas they eagerly, eat the yel- 
low-green starch-bearing fruit at its 
stage of incomplete ripeness."

display in the F. S. Sheldon store on 
Main street. The nuts were picked 
by A. L. Hemmens recently while in 
Florida. 
He gathered them from a 
palm on the 
city 
square at Palm 
Beach. The nuts grow from blossoms 
as does the 
fruit 
in this country. 
"About one hundred blossoms appear 
on the tree," said Mr. Hemmens to-; 
day. "These later develop into small: 
green nuts, which increase in size for I 
about nine 
months, 
until they fall i 
from the tree. The smallest of the i 
nuts shown is about one month old; j 
it is approximately five inches long j 
and a couple of inches thick and looks 
not unlike a large acorn. 
The large 
nut is about eight months old, and is 
beginning to harden into the nasture 
nut. 
Each one is 
contained in a 
green podlike covering, which hard- 
ens and cracks a good deal like bark, 
when the nut is ripe.

Of the moon is the fact that although 
the earth's shadow la larger than the 
moon—though amaller than the earth— 
the silver rim of the eclipsed planet 
may be epen at total eclipse.

JUST A FEW HINTS 


FOR CAKE MAKERS 


Possibly a great many more cakes 


are failures because they are not 
baked right, thnn because of poor re- 
cipes and bad mixing. 


It is hard to la>\down cut-and-drled 


rules telling just exactly how to per- 
form the operation of baking a cake 
perfectly. 
Experience is the 
best 


teacher of the fine points of that nrt, 
but some of the following suggestions 
may prove helpful: 


When pouring the batter in the cake 


tin, bring it up against the sides of the 
pan, so that the center of the cake will 
be lower than the sides. This will pre- 


' vent the cake from puffing up In the 


middle. 


Experiments have proved that n 


cake does not rise properly in an over- 
heated oven. It is better to have it 
too cool rather than too hot, If the 
happy medium cannot be attained. An 
oven may be cooled by leaving the 
door slightly ajar, or by placing a 
pan of water on the grate of the oven. 


If a cake is not baking evenly, it Is 


all right to turn it around in the oveu 
if the crust has not begun to harden. 
Sometimes, if the change is made 
after the crust Is formed, the cake may 
foil.

LEATHER SHOULD BE "FED" 


Librarian of Congrew Tell* How the 


Binding* of Book* May Be 


Preserved. 


An official of the Library of Con- 


gress was talking with a friend- who- 
h'hd recently purchased a handsome 
set of leather-bound volumes. 


"Ton had," said the expert, "better 


examine those books earefullr to see 
whether the leather needs feeding. If 
it is new stock they will be all right 
If left alone for several year*, but if 
they have been on fce shelves for j 
some time, the leather will have lost i 
most of -Its natural oil and become I 
brittle. 
This applies especially to 


books kept In private houses, which 
are, as a rule, much better than the 
book-stacks In large libraries. There 
Is nothing more attractive than a 
fresh, well-preserved leather binding 
on a volume, and scarcely anything 
less so than a dilapidated, cracked 
one. 


"You can add years to the life of a 


lentter binding and 100 per cent to 
its appearance by rubbing a little 
vaseline with a piece of raw cotton — 
not too much — just as much as the 
leather will thoroughly absorb. Where 
the binding bends is where it is most 
likely to crack. The leather will not 
be greasy, as the vaseline will be ab- 
sorbed. One treatment every year or 
two is sufficient, unless the books are 
unduly exposed to heat."
